N spite of Lord Bryce’s observa- 
tion—that no political subject is 
more frequently, and less intel- 
ligently, agitated than chang- 

ing the rules of the legislative 
‘bodies of Commonwealths—there 
come periods when action can no 
ionger be resisted. That time, in the 
opinion of many leaders of the 
United States Senate,. goaded by pub- 
He disapproval, is now at hand. 
They’ve winced too long at gibes 
about our senile Senate. 

From the welter of discussion that 
followed the late and little lamented 
Sixty-seventh Congress three impor- 
tant considerations have taken roct 
and will be fought out when the Con- 
gress next convenes.

seniority chairmanship), and with 
Senator George Norris’s constitu- 
tional amendment to end the Con- 
gressional and Presidential terms in 
January instead of in March (which 
would ‘amount to virtual slaughter 
of the ‘‘ lame-duck brigade °’). 

Preliminary reform salvos were 
fired during the retreating hours ot 
the Fighting Sixty-seventh, so named 
by an-American Legion veteran. It 
‘was during the soporific after- 
luncheon hour, when the half-filled 
galleries, not to mention the august 
members themselves, were bored to 
the verge of suicide, that a tower- 
ing gentleman with the shoulders of 
an All-American guard and a voice 
incongruously soft, rose on the ex- 
treme Republican left.

Of course, the sensible way to kill 
future filibusters is to remove what 
is frequently their cause. In the re- 
cent controversy it was conceded to 
be the lame ducks with whose help 
President Harding endeavored to jam 
through a vote on the subsidy. 
‘The Norris amendment does this. 
This joint resolution is now undergo- 
ing study by vacationing members of 
the Committee on Election of Presi- 
dent, Vice President and Represen- 
tatives. It proposes, and if ratified 
by the’ several State Legislatures, 
will enact, that the terms of the 
Presigent and Vice President shall 
end on the 24th day of January and 
the terms of the Senators on the 
4th day of January instead of on 
March 4 as heretofore. A _ great 
many Senators favor this amend- 
ment in so far as it relates to Sena- 
tors and Representatives, but not in 
so far as it relates to the President. 
Although once smothered by the in- 
fluence of the Rules Committee, the 
fight is destined to come up again. 
One reason for: the change is ob- 
vious. In the old days with stage 
coached, slow-moving mails, 4&c., 
some time was required for a dis- 
tant Senator to wind up his affairs 
and reach the Capitol. These con- 
ditions no longer exist. 

McCormick is for the Senate rules 
of debate as they stand. He con- 
siders the filibuster a necessary 
check to Executive pressure, es- 
pecially when the issue is one of 
foreign relations. But the Illinois 
Senator is working on one of his 
own reforms that cuts into the very 
core of Senatorial procedure, name- 
ly, the rule of seniority chairman- 
ship. 
though the seniority rule usually re- 
sults in Ahe choice of the logical 
leader, there are cases where it is 
disagtreus, It is pojnted out, for 
example, that should Smoot step out 
of line, La Follette would come into 
command of the vital Finance Com- 
mittee.

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OR, the first time New York 
has now her Doomsday 
Book. It is an amazing and 
a formidable volume, by no 
means easy to skim through 
at a sitting. As big as a family 
* Bible, it contains nearly a thousand 
pages and, like the Family Bible, it 
records not bricks and mortar -and 
live stock, as did the first Doomsday 
-Book, but births, deaths and mar- 
riages. It is a book of actual life— 
a catalogue of flesh and blood—an 
unexampled assertion in statistics 
of the dignity of man. To compile 
this book has cost more than half 
a million dollars, and, in view of 
its millions of digits, the expenditure 
will arouse no surprise. For meticu- 
lous care, detail and accuracy the 
book is at once a marvel and a 
terror. ; 

The man _ responsible for New 
York’s Doomsday Book is Dr. Wal- 
ter Laidlaw. For years Dr. Laidlaw 
has been well known as a Presby- 
terian divine, whose theology runs 
to statistics rather than to Calvin- 
ism. At breakfast he. munches his 
millions with his coffee. At lunch 
he puffs percentages over his clergy- 
man’s cigar. At dinner he digs his 
knife into decimals and diagrams. 
To the mind less powerful than his 
he makes no concession. What I 
have. called a Doomsday Book he 
abstrusely describes as the ‘‘ Statis- 
tical Sources for Demdgraphic 
Studies.” Like Moses on the Mount, 
therefore, this student of human 
arithmetic needs an interpreter. But, 
like Moses, whether understood or 
not, he holds in his: mind the fate 
of a nation. Fe 

Dr. Laidlaw began his researches 
in 1913, but only in a limited way. 
He then devoted himself to the cen- 
tral area of New York, consisting of 
700 sanitary districts. This present 
survey covers 3,427 sanitary dis- 
tricts, and these are treated, one by 
one, intensively. Dr. Laidlaw has 
thus applied to New York what the 
churches have called the parochial 
system. He has formed the city 
into parishes, and he uses the parish 
not for religious purposes only, but 
for every human purpose—social, 
educational, hygienic. It is a plan 
that might be and doubtless will be 
applied to every large city in the 
United States. 

As an expert on enumeration, Dr. 
Laidlaw was responsible for much of 
the racial analysis included in the 
Federal Census, on which 300 clerks 
were employed under his direction. 
‘The quotas on which immigration is 
based were the result of these sta- 
tistical inquiries. His~ Doomsday 
Book for New York maybe de- 
scribed as a by-product of that cen- 
sus. He took the census forms ap- 
plying to the sanitary districts; and 
he developed them in his own way. 
Within each parish he has been able 
to set down exactly what classes of 
persons are living—their ages, their 
sex and their racial origin. With 
the “ demography "’ as guide, there- 
fore, we know precisely and for the 
first time what is meant by New 
York. 

It is a knowledge that means 
economy as well as power. You can 
tell to a block where a hospital is 
needed, where a church or 8 syna- 
gogue might be built, and what kind 

“of a church or Sunday school would

Supply consulted these maps as a 
guide to the size of the water mains 
which ought to be laid. The Brook- 
lyn Board of Sewers has found the 
maps similarly useful. By taking 
the number of dwellings per parish 
and the number of persons, you get 
at once the density of population per 
acre and the measure of overcrowd- 
ing, if there be any. In the Borough 
of Queens, the demographic maps 
have. indicated precisely the extent 
to which a renumbering and re- 
naming of streets would cause incon- 
venience to an existing population. 

The survey will evidently increase 
in value as it is repeated.

In landing, the pilot may, if he de-

T seems almost a certainty that 
any art or craft that has had 
a past is bound to have a fu- 

- ture. At one time or another 
itis sure to be revived, with .or 
without modifications. Artistic high 
spots of former generations, of 
ages before the industrial era, are 
difficult to surpass in this present 
age, when the best of human effort 
goes into industry. Just now every 
one—fabric makers, silk spinners, 
dressmakers, designers—are obsessed 
by the art of Tut-ankh-Amen, more 
than thirty centuries old. 

Fresco painting has never quite 
been allowed to die out in Europe. 
It has fallen away and deteriorated 
steadily, however, since its great 
Tuscan days. Some of the secrets 
“of color-mixing and application had 
perished, and some who had seen 
such frescoes as those of the Villa 

. Palmieri, in Florence, of the Villa 
Boccaccio, and other Italian ex- 
amples, were convinced that the art 
could never more be resuscitated. 

But now comes a young American 
painter, Gardner Hale, barely 30 
years old, bent upon reviving the 
art of fresco painting in all its one- 
time glory. And the odd thing is, 
he is succeeding to such an extent 
that in the home of the fresco, in 
‘Florence itself, he has done and is 
doing work of so high an order 
that many Florentines are convinced 
the Quattrocento has returned to 
them. ’ 

Gardner Hale has been decorating 
villas and palaces in Florence, and 
the present writer has seen the 
cement mixers and workmen who 
trelped the young American in the 
rougher parts of his task giving 
him a respect that amounted al- 
most to the reverence they might 
have bestowed upon Giotto himself 
were he now among them. 

Hale bas -not imitated the old 
fresco painters’ ‘surviving work. 
What he set out to do was noth- 
ing less than to rediscover the se- 
crets and methods or those old ar- 
tists who not only could paint, but 
who could make their work last for 
eight or ten centuries upon the wails 
of churches and palaces. For this 
minute study Hale received from 
fortune extraordinary vpportunities. 
His father, Professor William Gard- 
ner Hale, was the first Director of 
the American School in Rome. This 
brought young Hale, when he was 
still a boy, in very vivid contact 
with Italian art. 

Later, the boy, who knew very

early that he intended to be an ar- 
tist, studied in France, in England 
and with Birge Harrison in America. 
After leaving Harvard University 
he went to Paris-again, and there, 
at -Julien’s, became a pupil of 
Maurice Denis. It was while work- 
ing with Denis that he discovered 
by accident the book of the Quattro- 
cento painter, Cennino Cennini, upon 
the mediums of his day. By Cen- 
nini’s aid Hale realized that fresco 
painting, the medium to which he 
had felt most drawn, the medium ac- 
counted utterly ‘* dead,” was per- 
fectly practicable today. 

He began. feverishly to experi- 
ment. Cennini describes the process 
with extraerdinary and minute de- 
tail. Since the Italian’s day, how- 
ever, most, if not all, the materials 
have completely changed. It was 
necessary for Hale to make ex- 
haustive experiments in limes, of 
which there are hundreds of kinds, 
In sands, in the behavior of colors. 

The fresco; the old ‘ buon’ fres- 
co” of Italy, is painting on 
freshly laid plaster with colors 
ground in water. ‘The plaster is 
composed of lime .and sand. .The 
only colors that can be used are 
those which resist the alkaline ac- 
tion of the lime, that is to say, the 
earth colors. -Among these are a 
few mineral colors requiring a cer- 
tain careful preparation, and still 
fewer of the modern chemically 
made-mineral colors. The plaster is 
laid day by day following a very 
exact cartoon, and each day that 
amount of plaster must be painted 
and finished before nightfall, as the 
next day the plaster would be too 
ary and the colors would no longer 
hold. 

The colors ‘must dry with the 
plaster and become an essential part 
of the wall surface. It is a point 
of economy as well as of craftsman- 
ship to have as little as possible of 
unpainted plaster left at the end of 
the day, for it must be cut away 
and laid on fresh the next day for 
painting. The edge of the ew must 
touch the old plaster delicately, 
without @ seam, It resembles the 
laying together ef a picture puzzle, 

The artist, therefore, obviqusly, 
must be a skilled mason and plas- 
terer. The adhesion and permeation 
of the color, its brilliancy, all the 
varying effects.and values of shade 
and surfaces, depend largely upon 
the skill of the plasterer. It was only 
after having plastered several rooms 
himself that Gardner Hale felt he 
cquid trust the plastering to skilled

masons working under his diréction. 
In Florence alone did he find a 
single plasterer who had learned his 
trade from a line of ancestors en- 
gaged in the same trade dating al- 
most to-the great age of the fresco. 
In America he was at least once 
asked. to show his card as a mem-. 
ber of the Plasterers’ Union, ~ when 
he was doing the work hiniself, and 
he was threatened with a strike. 
His first important work in fresco 
was done in Paris, in the home of 
Mme. Giselle Bunau-Varilla, niece 
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of the engineer of Panama Canal © 


fame. In America, subsequently, he 
decorated a breakfast room in fresco 


in the house of J. F, Carlisle, .at: - 


Islip, L. I.; a dining room for 
Bertram G. Work, at Oyster Bay; 
and he made the cartoons for a 
loggia ou the estate of the late John 
Dodge, the- motor manufacturer, 
whose death interrupted the work. 

Then he was called to Florence. 
His Florentine work virtually re- 
opens the history of fresco in that 
city. The Villa Razzolini, overlook- 
ing the Arno, thanks te Hale, now 
has a series of frescoes that art stu- 
dents, writers and tourists will be 
coming tu see in ever-increasing 
numbers. This fourteenth century 
vila is now owned by Timothy 
Mather Spelman, a New: York com- 
poser. 

For the main living room of that 
villa, Hale painted a series of panels 
representing the life of St. Julian 
the Hospitaller, after the version of 
Flaubert. Without attempt to de-_ 
scribe in detail the dozen or so. of 
great panels, the triangles, borders 
and decorations, it muzy be said that 
the figures, the colors, the propor- 
tions and the harmony of all strike 
the beholder as the most authentic 
work yet seen in modern fresco. It 
seems, indeed, so near to the old 
fresco in the medieval villas that 
any one of the old masters of fresco 
might have signed the work. Yet 
let no one imagine them’ as imita- 
tions. Though in the old tradition 
they are the work of an artist of 
today, marked by the gift of individ- 
uality. 

Hale’s next work in Florence was 
the decoration ef «a room in the 
Palazzo which J. Walter Spalding, 
the father of the American violinist 
of that name, owns on the Lungarno 
in Florence. This room, in Hale’s 
judgment, could be best treated in 
tempera, since each’ room presents 
its own problem. Of tempera, too, 
he had made a stidy, going back 
to the days when the older masters

used. it. Its essential characteristic 
is a binding material for the colors 
made of the yolk of egg. Last 
Spring the writer had the privilege 
of seeing those three large panels 
and four over-doors mn the Palazzo 
Spalding. They represent the four 
seagons—seedtime, harvest and gar- 
nering, and all with a luminosity 
and mastery that is enchanting. 

For the Tuscan landscape which 
he represents he seems to have the 
Tuscan feeling. And to enter that 
room is to be filled with a soft sense

of wonder and quiet happiness. It 
is a dining hall, and the original 
Italian decorations, of a bad period, 
remnants of which remained, had an 
effect of gloom. The owners of the 
Palace seemed to be in a rapture 
of delight over the new decorations 
displacing the old. Some of Hale’s - 
workmen, color dealers and the like 
in Florence, though they know him 
to be American, persist’ in calling 
him il. pittore Francese. Somehow 
they cannot bring themselves to ad- 
mit that an American is able to do 
all that in the City of Florence, 

Hale has done a number of fresco 
panels in America—in the homes of 
Charlies Goodrich, Frederic Howe, 
Carl Brandt and in his own home in 
Chariton Street, New York. 

Because of our climatic conditions, 
Hale believes that outdoors in Amer- 
ica, except possibly in California, 
fresco cannot stand time as it does 
in Italy. But indoors, he thinks, it 
is an ideal medium for American 
mural decoration. The great enemy 
of all mural painting is saltpetre. 
America is remarkably free from 
this nitrate, and there are always 
Precautions that may be taken 
against it. Former experiments with 
fregco as In the case of Mottez in 
France about 1830 and of the Eng- 
lish pre-Raphaelites in the Houses 
of Parliament, failed because of de- 
fective conditions. Mottez did his 


* work on.a wall saturated with salt- 


petre which no frescoist of the great 
period would have touched. The 
pre-Raphaelites painted on walls too 
damp and laid color so thick that 
it choked the surface and. kept the 
plaster from breathing and adapting 
itself to atmospheric changes. But 
over all these obstacles Hale has 
now triumphed by going back to th« 
masters of fresco for guidance anc 
by his own’ experimentation. Lately 
he has been painting in water colors 
in Paris, and for early in April Mrs. 
Marie Sterner is arranging an eX. 
hibition in New York of some of his 
work.

OWN at Monte Carlo it is 

the fiye-franc players—the 

: genteel little old women— 

_ who win day in and day out. 

You would have difficulty get- 

‘ting any.-one-to admit this on the 

Casino Promenade, for there is a 

superstition. at all Europe's’ great 

gambling resorts that it is the mil- 

“lionaire players who win and the 

poor who always lose. But watch 
them. : 

Some day, before America’s reform 
wave has swept across the Atlantic 
and inundated Europe, Volsteading 
out of existence the picturesque 
sport of playing for money, it might 
be interesting to gather statistics as 
to who really are the successful 
players. They would ‘surprise the 
tourist fed with the traditions of 
great killings and pathetic disasters. 
They would show a phase of life that 
never finds its way into romantic 

But to one who seés only the high 
spots it would be difficult to believe 
that a certain beautiful Sefiora B.. 
wife of a millionaire South American 
attaché, does not rake in many thou- 
sands of francs each week she plays. 
There also is a persistent belief that 
one of the wealthiest of English peers 
has only to play to enrich himself 
fabulously. Last Summer there were 
exciting rumors as to the extent to 
which the millionaire son of a nota- 
bly pious American millionaire father 
had grieved the Casino proprietors 
by his prowess at baccarat. 

‘They do win, of course, some- 
times, and their coups are immedi- 
ately heralded.from One end of the 
Riviera to the other, but there iz 
seldom a word as to the little old 
ladies of the Casino, the real artists 
of the gaming tables. It is easy to 
see how the obscure but successful 
small players are overlooked and 
how the fables of enormous win- 
nings by the millionaire gamesters 
come into being and grow as they 
vre told. In that perfumed and ‘not 
quite sane atmosphere, in that fre- 
netic concentration on the flip of a 
card or a turn of a wheel, it is 
difficult to judge accurately. 

One’s attention is centred on the 
spectacular—on a famous figure of 
the beau monde, perhaps, sweeping 
in his thousands of francs while 
the cunningly contrived lights strike 
fire from diamond-studded fingers 

. @nd-coax:-a soft glow from pearls 
on powdered breasts. One watches 
the ‘handful of noted figures—a 

* Countess here, an American mil- 
lionaire there, or perhaps a world- 
renowned star of the opera—all play- 
ing: with stakes which might well 
make a steady head go round. 

Yet in the same room there are 
perhaps ten pretty little Parisian 
actresses playing their entire year’s 
earnings; two ex-shopkeepers work- 
ing a system religiously and~ with 
emall regard for the spectacle about 
them; a professional gambler or 
two performing the - operation 
known as “following the table,’’ 
and many, many old ladies *‘ mak- 
ing their 500." .All these latter are 
swallowed up into the. general im- 
pression. The visitor, even the vis- 
itor who takes: his chances at the 
tables, goes away with a few vut- 
standing figures stamped on his 
consciousness—of the dashing yet 
dignified Chilean lady whose win- 
nings, guessed ir millions, are -real- 
jy ‘not more-than 50,000 francs a 
season, or of a-certain very tall 
Engtish dowager Duchess. whose 
touch on a green baize table is re- 
puted to have Midas-like qualities, 
but who in reality left 250,000 
francs with the Casino keepers last 

season. 

Most quickly of all does the visitor 
forget, if he ever noticed them at

all, the little old women, smart or 
drab but always incongruous, half-. 
pathetic figures, cautiously risking 
their five-franc notes with the skill 
that comes of long, care-taking ex- 
perience. Yet it is these little old 
ladies who are the real winners, for 
they play to win. 

Here is a- pinched and black- 
gowned ex-governess who has an an- 
nuity of £300 left her by some un- 
cle. She lives most of her time at 
Tunbridge Wells, perhaps, or some 
other incrédibly dull little town in 
the quiet south or west country of 
England. Two or three, or even six, 
months of the year she visits the 
Riviera. And if a coldly investigat- 
ing observer should count heads in 
a Casino gaming room, he would find 
more of her, far, far more of her, 
than of the romantic figures of the 
beau monde. 

She is a gentlewoman, and likes to 
take tea in a place where she can 
point out such and such a woman 
as the former’ petite amie of King 
Fiddlesticks IV. She knows how to 
chatter, and, being a spinster, her 
natural frivolity has been suppressed 
so expertly that it must trickle out 
in tea talk and gossip. Neverthe- 
less, she has only £300 a year, and 
it must be made to go around; so 
she plays with caution and control. 
And she almost always wins, 

Of course, she is not always an 
ex-governess. In fact, she usually 
is neither anything quite so drab nor 
quite so respectahle. She is quite 
as likely to be an ex-actress of parts 
or ex-anything at all. But she is 
distinctly ex. Her days have been 
spent on the face of the world, and 
she hangs desperately now to the 
tattered edges of her past. Perhaps 
she was @ King’s mistress—in fact, 
two or three of her will be aq point- 
ed out by any other one of her—and 
perhaps she was a successful milli- 
ner in a small way, out in a/London 
by-district. But she is the bulk and 
fibre of the Casino's clientele, though 
she brings them no profit,-and she 
Plays the game well. 

At no place In. the geography of 
gaming is this genteel lady so thor- 
oughly recognized officially as at 
Monte Carlo. Indeed, Monte Carlo 





The Amer- 
icans may~go to Deauville, and the 
English to Aix, or the jeunesse dorée 
of ten countries to Biarritz, but 
everybody goes to Monte Carlo. And 
at Monte Carlo the genteel old lady 
has her path cleared for her. 

A survey of the hotels shows it. 
with almost pitiful clarity. The great 
H6tel. de Paris holds the famous 
guests— the picturesque and the 
merely rich; the celebrated actresses 
and the opulent noblemen—all those 
who have not flats or villas of their 
own in or near Monte Carlo. But the 
other hotels, to the number of sixty 
or seventy, ranging down: to the 
smallest and cheapest sort of family 
pension, are all constructed and op- 
erated for the genteel old lady. 

The average Monte Carlo hotel is 
maintained by an Italian and his 
wife, who do a great deal of work 
and are assisted by one or two maids 
and perhaps three garcons. The 
rooms have hot and cold running 
water and charming views. The cui- 
sine is good,- and the cellar well 
stocked. For everything except wine 
and laundry the price at the average 
hotel of that class is twenty-five 
francs a day. Thirty it may cost 
sometimes, or twenty; but twenty- 
five in nine cases out of ten. The 
price is lower than in similar hotels 
anywhere else in France. 

The clientele is revelatory. An old 
American Countess, widow of a) 
Italian, has her table in the corner 
of the little dining room. She drinks 
white wine,- ordinaire, and very lit- 
tle of it, so that her bottle of wine 
lasts two or three meals. An English 
widow, very smart, with her hat 
over one eye like the Duchess of 
Sutherland; a ‘skinny, brown-faced 
little Scotswoman, always simply 
dressed, but with two diamonds of 
price on her fingers; two American 
tourists and an Italian professional 
gambler; a chic Russian woman, tall 
and slim, with a dubious title and an 
air of being constitutionally penni- 
less but- expectant. * * * These are 
the “ clients ’* who drop into their 
chairs, fatigued at the end of an 
afternoon's play, and nervous 
enough to exact meticulous service 
from the anxious garcons.

In such a hotel the bills are ‘‘ pay- 
able twice a week.’’ ‘That is to say, 
there are perhaps two hotels, or 
three, in Monte Carlo where bills 
are not payable twice a week and 
sternly denominated so on the state- 
ment. The proprietors have discov- 
ered that the genteel old ladies, ex- 
governesses or ex-anything at all, 
sometimes lose more money than 
they have on their genteel old per- 
sons. In those cases there is no re- 
dress, for the beneficent Casino sends 
home free of charge all those who 
have ruined themselves within its 
marble walls. 

The little old lady rises, generally 
at a good hour, 9 o’clock, as a rule. 
She is among. the first at the doors 
of the gaming rooms, depending, of 
course, on her degree of gentility. 
The smart English widow, for ex- 
ample, although she may make her 
expenses by play, would never wait 
in line for the doors of the rooms to 
open. Rather, she would saunter in 


begun and choose her table with an 
air of nonchalance.. The more frank- 
ly mercenary old ladies—the ones 
who used ta’ keep illicit gambling 
houses in Venice and Rome—wait in 
line and rush for the tables when the 
doors open. 

At Monte. Carlo there are, of 
course, two salons, one known as 
“ private,” because it costs an extra 
50 francs, and one known as “‘ pub- 
lic,”* because it costs merely the 10 
francs of a monthly ticket. The lit- 
tle old lady is te be found in both of 
them, depending again on her degree 
of gentility, but she is in far greater 
number in the “ public’’ salons. 
The ‘* private”’* room—or rooms, for 
they are all cleverly alco al- 
ways the playground of the celebrat- 
ed and the wealthy. Our genteel old 
lady does not like to be jostled by a 
South American millionaire playing 
his 5,000 francs beside her five. 

It is in the private rooms that Miss 
Mary. Garden, for instance, may be 
seen wearing her justly renowned

HE scant of whether, if at 
all, Britain will follow the ex- 
ample of America and prohibit 
the sale of alcoholic liquor is 
one which is always being 

asked and concerning which the an- 
swer is doubtful. 

On the surface, every conceivable 
evidence that can be obtained points 
to a resolute determination of our 
people te refuse to imitate the gi- 
gantic experiment which is taking 
place on the other side of the At- 
latitic. 

Prohibition is not regarded 
subject of discussion. It is accepted 
as a thing of ridicule. No one takes 
it seriously as a politicel or social 
force. Nine out of ten of the people 
believe either that it does not exist 
in America, or that there is some- 
thing subtle in the atmosphere which 
gives to America the pleasant sensa- 
tion of alcoholic stimulus which does 
not exist in England; or that, al- 
though imposed as a law, as a mat- 
ter of fact the law does not work, 
and every man can get any drink he 
pleases. 

There is, of course, an enormous 
propaganda carried on by the brew- 
ergy and liquor trade through al) 
newspapers, at al) elections, through 
theatres and music halls, and under 
any circumstances which can feed 
the minds of men. The propaganda 
shows America obtaining all the 
liquor that it needs in surreptitious 
ways, or American citizens perishing 
of drinking wood-spirit or methy- 
lated spirit or any other poisonous 
alcoholic product instead of what is 
called good heady English ale; or 
above all—and this is perhaps the 
most telling—the workingman being 
deprived of his drink while men in 
gilded restaurants drink champagne, 
whisky, or whatever drink they 
please. 

A plebiscite on prohibition at the 
present day would probably show 
something like ten to one against; 
and the curious fact is that, in the 
only places in which such plebiscites 
have taken place (that ts the dis- 
tricts in Scotland which have voted 
for or against “‘ local option " under 
a special law applicable to Scotland 
only), the women are found as de- 
fiantly voting against the abolition 
of the public houses as are the men. 

It is true that at the last general 
election the hearts of some ardent 
supporters were cheered by the elec- 
tion of a prohibitionist for the “very 
drunken city’’ of Dundee. An ex- 
amination reveals that this enthu- 
siasm must. be tempered. First, he 
was a well-known local figure in 
public life there, and with a charac- 
ter which would have made him pop- 
ular whether drunk or sober. Sec- 
ondly, he had stood at about six gen- 
eral or by-elections, greatly in- 
creasing the number of his support-

ers each time. Thirdly, what was 
far more important, the electors of 
Dundee, by electing Mr. Scrimgeour, 
threw Winston Churchill out of 
Parliament, and they would probably 
have voted for a prominent criminal 
or the king of a cannibal island in 
order to produce that result. The 
slogan cry was not ‘* Scrimgeour 
must come in,’’ but ‘‘ Winston must 
go.” 

The Prohibitionists have just tried 
a second effort with the dismalest 
result. On Feb. 8 there occurred an 
election at Whitechapel in the east 
of London, and the following were 
the figures:

It is true, of course, that this White- 
chapel corresponds to the more dol- 
orous slums of New York or Chicago, 
and it is inconceivable that any ef- 
fort or enthusiasm or propaganda in 
the world would ever make it go 
“dry.’’ It consists mainly of men 
who work in breweries and hard- 
drinking Irish dock laborers. 

If I understand the prohibition 
movement in America, it triumphed 
largely for three reasonag: 
the joint drive of the united churches 
toward prohibition, not by directly 
electing prohibition candidates apart 
from Democrats and Republicans, 
but by putting in such strength as 
to decide whether a Republican or a 
Democrat. should be elected in con- 
formity to whether he did or did 
not accept the prohibition *‘ ticket ”; 
secondly, it arose largely from the 
great spaces of the West and their 
farming populations, and never com- 
pletely converted the great towns, 
together with the universal support 
of the South, owing to the negro 
problem; thirdly, it ate up the 
States like the leaves of an arti- 
choke one by one, converting each 
separately without insisting on a na- 
tional plebiscite. . 

None of these operate in this little 
land of England. First, the churches 
have rejected any attempts at pro- 
hibition, and the Temperance Party 
‘has concentrated itself on such sub- 
jects as local option in different 
districts, and the refusal to supply 
drink to young persons under 18; 
rather to the regulation and control 
of than to the destruction of the 
liquor trade. There js also a con- 
siderabie proportion and probably a 
majority of the churches who inter- 
pret temperance as a moderate use 


of alcohol rather than a complete |4ry 


abstinence from it by the citizens of 
the country. 

Secondly, this is a small country, 
the whole of which would go into 
one of the United States, with none 
of those great open spaces and farm- 
ing populations, who naturally tend 
to total abstinence. It is rather a 
huddled collection 2f towns very 
similar to those cities in America 
which are still unkindly disposed 
toward the prohibition law. The 


drink influence is enormous in the 
breweries and among their share- 
holders, and people are now paying 
over four hundred millions a year 
in refreshing themselves with alco- 
holic liquor, of which the State in- 
tercepts something like half. But 
the other half goes to subsidize the 
vast industry. It, is one of the best 
paying to the workmen in the coun- 
try, so that you never hear of a 
strike of brewers’ men. But also it is 
a source of revenue, through the 
joint stock system, to large numbers 
of people who hold debenture shares 
or in some way or other obtain 
financial interest from‘ the sale of 
alcoholic liquor. These people are 
therefore naturally disposed to the 
belief that the State should regulate 
rather than destroy their small 
capital, 

Again, the Prohibition Party has 
no power of throwing itself from side 
to side and by so doing influencing 
the members who'are actually elected 
to the Legislature to vote ‘‘ dry,’’ be- 
cause for the last forty years the 
liquor interest has been identical 
with the Conservative Party in this 
country, and all that the Temper- 


rat, |ance Party can do is to-get the Lib- 


eral candidates’ votes (which they 
would get in any case), or, it must 
honestly be said, to detach from Lib- 
eralism and send to the Conservative 
side votes of men who might have 
voted Radical but for the fact that 
the Radicals were supposed to be de- 
sirous of depriving the workingman 
of his beer.

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On the Track of the 
Maya's Secret

MAYA ROSETTA stone as A 


Yucatan is: hardly reasonably 
to be expected for, but Ameri- 
can scientists in Yucatan look 
hopefully to Chichen-Itza .as the 
place most likely ‘to furnish the ma- 
- terial for solving:.the ._Maya riddle. 
Not only is it conceded to. be: the 
most important group.of ruins on the 


Yucatan Peninsula, but as a poten- : 


tial field of exploration it is. regarded 


>. as unsurpassed on the continent.

“site, according to those who are now 
surveying its vast circuit of temple: 
and palaces, compares in the variety 
and extent of expression of Mayar 
life. 

With the ultimate aim of wresting 
the secret of the vanished civilization 
*rom its long oblivion; members of 
_xmerican scientific bodies journeyed 
recently to the ‘* dwelling place at 
the mouth of the well, of holy anc 
learned men”’’—for as such is Chi- 
chen-Itza known in the ancient. 
chronicles. 

Accompanying them were a few 
others who made up the pioneer 
party of organized American tourists, 
and a group of Yucatecan officials 
headed by Governor Felipe Carrillo. 
At dawn the party left Merida by 
special train, just as the bugle was 
sounding “ reveilje ” from the sta- 
tion barracks. Behind trailed a flat 
‘car significantly carrying several au- 
tomobiles. It was a day of triumph 
or Governor Carrillo and his Social- 
istic Administration—a day that 
would materialize his two-year dream 
of achievement. This expedition 
was to inaugurate travel over the 
twenty-five-mile highway between 
Dzitas ‘and Chichen-Itza. It would 
mark the completion of the first 
link in a chain connecting all 
of Yucatan’s more famous ruins—é 
plan to which he has given his initia- 
tive and effort. In fact, but for the 
typical composition of the Yucate- 
can picture, little thatched-roofed 
‘*nass,” with coral tinted walls, 
great haciend with diess rows 
of sword-leaved hennequin. plants, 
stretches of underbrush and impen- 
etrably tangled vines, the travelers 
might have imagined themselves 
speeding along some metropolitan 
bouievard. ; 

Edward H. Thompson ‘welcomed 
the visitors to the hacienda . jn 
which the ruined city stands. Its 
owner for nearly half a century, he 
has been a faithful guardian of its 








crumbling monuments, devoting his 
life’ to their exploration and -study. 
Hé. is“known and loved throughout 
Yucatan as ‘Don Eduardo, Maya 
pura,”’ but he: isa typical Yankee 
in spite of his big straw sombrero. 
For many years he served as Amer- 
ican Consul, and it is» due to. his 
scholarly zeal that many valuable 
discoveries have ,been made for 
science. . : 

An almost paternal gratitude. for 
this proof of awakening interest in 
the structures sq dear to his heart 
lighted his eyes as the strangers 
stood admiringly before the Chichen- 
Itza pyramid. Higher and more 
spectacular than the great truncated 
mound at Uxmal, it glistened white 
in the noonday sun, The symmetry 
of its noble proportions blotted out 
the ravages of time, and it seemed 
incredible that this majestic pile, 
crowned by a long, low building ap- 
parently in perfect preservation, ex- 
isted today only for the joy of the 
artist and the speculation of the 
archaeologist. 

The pyramid proper is over 100 
feet in height and measures 550 feet 
at its base. Like those of Egypt, 
its sides face the cardinal points of 
the compass. The summit was 
reached from the eastern face by a 
noble flight of steps that have been 
repaired and entirely cleaned of dis- 
integrating vegetation. The structure 
at the top adds another twenty feet 
to the height. The length of-170 feet 
is divided into a double series of 
vaulted rooms, separated by a nar- 
row, richly sculptured passageway. 
The ceilings are angular, forming in 
each case the characteristic Maya 
arch without the keystone. They 
are supported upon thick beams of 
zuporte wood, many of which are 
elaborately carved. The walls are 
plastered, and some are adorned with 
paintings of religi symboli and 
historical incident. 

On the walls of one of the largest 
rooms are the finest known examples 
of. Mayan painting, generally recog- 
nized as unique and the most beau- 
tiful mural art to be found on any 
ruins in America. The various 
scenes represent the progress of a 
battle, and in a few sections the de- 
tail is as clear and the coloring as 
vivid as they must have been on the 
day the Maya artist finished his 
labors: Don Eduardo told us of a 
well-known European ename! firm 
which recently sent an expert to 
analyze the deep blue and ‘magenta 
shades. of this picture and to ascer- 
tain, if possible, the secret of their 
marvelous lasting qualities. 

A room on the structure’s north- 
eastern corner is designated as the 
library, for the rows of niches in 
its walls are believed to have been 
the receptacles for the writings of 
the Maya wise men. These yolumes, 








according to the meagre descriptions 
of early Spanish chroniclers, were. of 
lustrous white paper made from the 
roots and barks of trees. The pages 
were as large as a yard in length and

sion—if invasion it were—came about 
as the result of a war between 
Chichen-Itza and Mayapan. These 
two cities, with Uxmal, had entered 
into an agreement at about 1000 
A. D. to share equally the govern- 
ment of the Yucatan Peninsula. The 
life of this alliance representéd the 
highest peak of prosperity and cul- 
ture during the New Empire. But 
Chac Xib Chab, the ruler of the 
Itzaes, plotted against Mayapan, and 
the latter called in its Toltec allies 
from Mexico to accomplish Chichen- 
Itza’s humiliation, long oppression 
and final abandonment. ; 

As a vast storehouse of architec- 
tural beauty and oddity. Chichen- 
Itza gives one of the very few, if not 
the only, intelligible specimen of 
Mayan tower construction. The 
building, referred to as the 
** Dome” and sometimes as_ the 
** Caracal,” stands on a lofty mound, ~ 
in the centre of a square enclosure. 
It is a series of three conic struc- 
tures, with a space wide enough to 
admit the human body intervening 
between each cone. The structures 
communicate by narrow apertures, 
and those of the Yucatologists who 
were adventurous enough to drag 
themselves through discovered evi- 
dences of spiral stairs near the top. 

Like Uxmal, Chichen-Itza has its ‘ 
“ Nunnery,” although this name, as 
is the case of the nomenclature of al! 
of Yucatan’s ruins, has no relation 
to original use. The facades of the 
three buildings composing the 
** Nunnery” group present strik- 
ingly beautiful designs and~seem to 
bear out Professor Herbert J. Spin- 
den’s contention that Mayan sculp- 
ture has its high emotional quality. 
The decoration is based as usual 
upon a serpent idealization, and 
while profuse, gives a sense of per- 
feet harmony. The most elaborate 
earving appears on the lintel stones, 
from which well-defined horizontal 
lines sweep: gracefully to the corners 
to terminate in richly carved pro- 
jecting hooks. 

The marvelous artistry of these fa- 
cades brings up more forcibly than 
any other feature of Chichen-Itza’s 
architecture the dominant question 
of Mayan implements. The Maya 
builder did not know the metal tool. 
He worked with stone chisels of ba- 
selt and jadeite, and with hammer 
stones rounded to fit the palm of his 
hand. The technical skill attained 
under this seemingly insurmountable 
disadvantage is as great a miracle of 
human achievement as the concep- 
tion of the beauty itself. 

Chichen-Itza traces its origin to 
the two cenotes, or enormous natu- 
ral wells, within its confines.. The 
** cenote”. is peculiar to the Yuca- 
tan Peninsula and is the result of 
the caving in of the roofs-of -subter- 
ranean waterways and the gradual 
falling away of the undermined 
masses to form vertical walls. The 
““Cenote Grande,"’ probably the 
chief source of thd ancient city's 
water supply, measures about 150 
feet in diameter. and about 70 in 
depth. The other, known as the 
** Sacred Cenote,’’ or sacrificial well, 
dominated Chichen’s religious life. It 
was the-well of sacrifice, and on the 
edge of its great yawning cavern are. 
the ruins of a tiny temple from 
which, it is said, virgins of flawiess 
beauty, drugged with the sacred am- 
brosia, “ balche,” were hurled to 
death in propitiation of the deities in 
times of famine or national calamity. 

It is difficult to reconcile the cer- 
tainties of human sacrifice at the 
Sacred Cenote and at many of the 
magnificent edifices of Chichen-Itza, 
beng its evidences of advanced cul-

Harrison of Mississippi directing 
the. opposition and Senators Smoot ‘of 
Utah and: Broussard of Louisiana .com- 
Manding the allied beét and cand sugar 
forces. 

It was a battle of slants while it 
lasted, a battle the field of operations 
of\ which extended all the way from 
Cuba to Washington and from Wash- 
ington to New Orleans, to Chicago, to 
the Pacific coast, and on to Hawaii and 
thé Philippine Islands. The beet’ and 
@ane people wanted a 150 per cent. in- 
Gréase oVer the rates in the Underwood 
Yaw and they caime very near getting 
it. When the smoke cleared Cuba found 
herself facing a stone Wall rate of $1.70 
per 100 pounds of her raw product. 

The sugar lobbies wére of impreasive 
Proportions, “lobbies in. which propa- 
ganda written and spoken was uncéas- 
ing. “The representatives of the contend- 
ing interests: were never caught nap- 
ping. -The fight may be said to have

On Jan. 15, 1022, the Cubans held a 
conference with General’ Crowder and

the next day the’ Cuban emissaries con- 
férred with Senator Smopt who informed 
them he did -not believe it possible to 
lower thé rate below $1.60.

Cl&iborne and Rob- 
ert E. Milling of New Orleans and rep- 
resentatives of the industry in -Porto 
Rico and the Hawaiian Islands. In the 
end the “ beét and cane” agliiance won, 
and the victory was consummated on 
thé floors of Congress whén the rate on 
Cuban sugar was advanced to a frac- 
tion in €xcess of $1.70 per 100 pounds, 
the rate on stigar from other countries 
being. @dvanced to §2.22. 

What part this increase has iad in 
the subsequent pyramiding of sugar 
prices igs another question. The spon- 
sors. for the tariff law declare it has 
had no part whatever in increasing the 
prices to the present high levels. _How- 
évér, those who fought the higher rates 
point out that ‘thé sensational jump in 
prices did nét develop until after thé 
new law became effective. It is a ques- 
tion that is going to play a big part in 
the \next campaign. 

, Without question the lobbying organi- 
zation which stands. at the top of the 
list, so far as férne is concerned, ig the 
Anti-Saloon League.

They ¢alled the poal-a 
band of conspirators, and the pool op- 
erators ‘blandly .aske@ why the shorts 
had gold .something they could’ not de- 
liver, There was no“gnswer to that, so 
the dispute was referred to) the Board 
of Brokers, which decided in-favor of 
the unhappy shorts-on the ground of 
conspiracy, and the shorts -were relieved 
of their obligations. 

There was nobody to accuse Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt-of conspiracy, however, 
whén he cauight miembers of the: Common 
Council of New Yoik, and later the 
iglature, short of his stocks and 
millions away from them. An ordinance 
permitted him to build .a railroad down 
Broadway to the Battery.

Always Made Friends, 

Hundreds of similar. instances could 
be cited to illustrate King Edward's tact 
in making friends. In the late sixties 
and éarly seventies the late Sir Ch 
Dilke was one of the bitter adversari 
of the reigning family in the: House of 
Commons, where his utterances were of 
the’ most revolutionary description, .He 
nevér lost an. opportunity to: assai]. the 
Crown ‘and the royal house when ahy 
of its interests were at stake. The then 
Prince of Wales, without appearing to 
seék it, contrived to bring about a 
chance meeting, found Sir Charles was 
extremely interesting and shared his 
predilection for the French..: 

In. tourse of time this acquaintance 
ripéned into friendship, which naturally 
had the result of putting an end to all 


Sir Chariles’s attacks on the . royal |: 


family. It was. a friendship which 
proved very precious to Dilke in the lat- 
ter part ofthe eighties, when overtaken 
by @ disgrace, which waa to a great ex- 
tent unmerited, arid overwhelmed by 
popular ostraciam. a 

On the first day that Sir Charles 


Dilke appeared in Hyde Park -for his|' 


morning ride, after attacks in the press, 
and his forced retirement from’ public 
life, when everybody, even his.most. in- 
timate former associatés, cut him dead 
or else turned their heads away, the 
Prince of Wales, on ¢atching sight of 
him, cantéred up alongside, shook hands 
warmly and then rode up and down the 
full length of Rotten Row in. friendly 
conversation as a public demonstration 
that he, at any rate, still believed in 
the persécuted statesman. 

Owing to the Prince’a very active 
championship: of Dilke Queen Victoria's 
intention of temoving his name front the 
roster ‘of. the. Pyivy Council was aban- 
doned, and one ofthe first’ things that 
King Edward did on succeeding to the 
throne was to reappoint Dilke to~ the 
Privy Council,- and to place both his 
name and that of Lady Dilke-once more 
on the list of péople who had the highly 
prized prerogative of - entréé” at Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

It was not, however, through Dilke or 
through the late Marquis de Breteuil, 
that the former Prince of Wales estab- 
lished slich strong bonds of friendship 
with Gambetta, all stories to the .con- 
trary notwithstanding. Lord Lyons, then 
British Ambassador in Paris, had drawh 
the attention of the Prince to the fact 
that the dominant power at the time in 
France was vested in the hands of Gam- 
betta, Chairman of. the.Finance Com- 
mittee of the Chambér of Deputies, and 
as such controlling thé purése-strings of 
the French, 

As Gambetta..was an object of par- 
ticular avérsion to Marshal MacMahon, 
then President of the Republic, and. to 
the Premier of the day, Lord lyons 
was precluded from establishing any 
contact with him. But the Prince could, 
and on one July day in 1878, in accord- 
ance with commands received, I went 
to fetth Gambetta, a very warm per 
sonal friend, from his paper, the Re- 
publique Francaise, and drove him to 
the Hotél Bristol in the Place Vendome, 
where the Prince was staying. 

We went up to the Princé’s apartment 
by his private staircase, which was for 
tunate, as the Marshal, who had just 
been paying a ceremonious call to the 
British heir apparent, was coming down 
the grand stairway. . That was the first 
time that the Prince and Gambetta 
ever met, and <I remember how sur- 
prised was the small party assembled 
for dinner were to find that Gambetta 
and’ his. royal host were the only ones 
who had: read Nassau Senior’s recently 
published book, which furnished an in- 
teresting topic of conversation. 

Never had I known Gambetta to be 
more Witty, more sparkling and more 
brilliant, and the Prince, who had, been 
led b¥ Als Orleanist kinsfolk to expect 
an unmannered. boor, was delighted to 
tind a thorough man of the world and @ 
statesman in the broad sense. of the 
word, Needless to say that they parted 
very. ple with one another, and at- 
terward whenéver the Prince went to 
Paris he never negléctéd to see his 

lend Gambétta, who, for some years, 

t by the name of “L’Am! du Prince 
de Galies.”’ 

The influence of the friendship thus|. 
formed was lasting and great. Up to 
that time a considerablé prejudice had 
éxisted In France against: England for 
hér refusal to intervene against the Ger 
mans in the war of 1870. Indeed, the 
attitude of the French Government, and 
also, to a great extent of the Frefich 
people, was quite the reverse of friendly 
during the first eight years following the 
tragic events of 1870, Gambetta’s fri 
ship with the Prince of Wales, thus 
augurated on that July day in 1878, afd. 
which lasted without @ break untir ¢ 
gréat tribune’s tragic death four ye 
later, effectively changed all this and 
laid the foundation for what subséquent- 


ly developed, following King Edward's | - 


accession to the throne, into the En- 
texte Cordiale.

When we arrived we were pretty badly 
ghaken up. We had not eaten for more 
than twenty-four hours, and we were 
brought into St. Joseph on @ freight 
traip. Nevertheless Bernhardt insisted 
that we perform at once. “By the time 
the stage was set and the play -started 
it was past midnight. We had to lea 
St. Joseph for another city at 3 a.:m. 
We were all disagreeable, hungry and 
tired. I assure you Camille died rapidly 
that night! But Bernhardt was satis- 
fied: she had not disappointed her 
public. ‘ ot 

In Toledo we had a guarantee of $3,000 
fnr ont performance, but somehow or 

_ other the Toledoians did not show much 

appreciation of Bernhardt’s art and the 
receipts. were poor. The manager was 
faced with a personal loss of more than 
$1,000. He decided to decamp with what 
money there was, when Madame's man- 
eger became suspicious and endeavored 
to stop him. 7

They went to’Bar- 
num ‘é&- Bailey’ and borrowed the chief 
tent pitcher, together with- 150 negroes, 
For. six months we carried those negroes, 
the tent and a wagon to take the money 
in place of the box office, ag well as the 
gtage, footlights, bordet lights and 
everything that a fully equipped theatre 
‘should have. It was wonderful. 

The first night we played ‘La Dame 
aux Camelias.” As a matter of. fact, 
that was the ohe and only play present- 
ed under‘the tent. As every one knows, 
the first act of “La Dame” takes place 
in the home‘of Camille, the second at 
her country homé, the third in a gam- 
Aling house and the fourth, in her home 
in Paris, But'in ‘‘La Dame aux Came- 
Has *’ as played by the “ Divine Sarah "” 
under a Barnum & Bailey tent. in the 
State of Texas the entire four acts were 
without any change of scenery. 

Inthe afternoon previous to our first 
performance Bernhardt decided that !t- 
would be just the thing to be photo- 
graphed outside the tent. It would be 
a nice picture to send back to Paris. 
Accordingly,, we all gathered outside 
and were photographed. It was a novel 
picture, and, when a proof was sent to 


| Bernhardt, she was so pleased that she 


ordered fifty dozen. The photographer, 
who was delighted to receive such an 
order, said the photos would be ready 
within aj ‘week and that he would. send 
them after us. : 

As the phtographer departed Bern- 
hardt’s Secretary, Pitou, rushed after 
him and said that one dozen photo- 
graphs would be enough, The photo- 
grapher refused to cancel the fifty 
dozens ordered, and’ in due course the 
photographs were delivered. Naturally 
they were paid for. Ee ree 

The company consisted of seventy-six 
people, including some of the oddest 
characters in.the world. Bernhardt was 
surrounded. with both men. and women 
devoted to her and who «would have 
done ariything for her, -Take Piron,. for 
instance. He was an old actor in the 
Bernhardt company for more than thirty 
years,» He was & born gambler. During 
round-the-world tours with Bernhardt, 
Piron would save every. penny he. could 
and gamble all he had saved on‘his re- 
turn to Paris, sometimes in ‘one night. 
His chief duty with Bernhardt, besides 
playing small parts, was to call out the 
time to her. He would go to her dress- 
ing room and say, ‘‘ Madame, it. is 
7:30." Fifteen minutes later, he would 
announce that it was 7:45, and so on, 
until {t was time for Bernhardt to go on. 
He always escorted- Bernhardt to and 
from’ the stage, and nobody else was 
permitted to do this. . 

Piron’s salary was about $80 a week. 
He would live in the cheapest and 
dirtiest places imaginabl¢, eat the plain- 
est of food and never go anywhere. He 
had no friends or relatives in the world, 
and had not written to anybody for so 
long that he, had forgotten how. 

Piron and I\were great friends and he 
told me/of the small fortunes he had 
won. and lost. During this particular 
tour Piron saved something like $6,000, 
a sufficient sum to retire on in Paris. 
But soon after we returned to Paris I 
met him on the boulevards and he told 
me that he had lost every cent the night 
before playing baccarat. 


A Sad Comedian. . 


Cartereau was another character. Big, 
fat, jovial, he was the comedian of the 
company. Cartereau had been around 
the world ten times but never had been 
to Berlin. This was an obsession with 


him. He used to repeat again andf 


again, ‘‘ I must go to Berlin.”’ But Car- 
tereau never did go to Berlin. He re- 
turned to-.Paris, fell ‘in love with a girl 
forty years his junior, and when she 
refused to marry him, he blew out his 
brains. : 

Then there was Abbey, @ young fel- 
low who had been disappointed in love 
and did not much care what happened 
to him. He. toured the world with 
Bernhardt, not even knowing the names 
of the towns we played in and fre- 
quently he did not know what country 
we were in, His sbdle delight in life was 
acting, which he loved, Abbey used to 
rely; on his fellow-actors to.tell him 
when the train left. Once in Cologne 
he asked me to wake him. I'awoke iate 
and felt sure Abbey had gone ahead. 
When 1 arrived at the station there was 
no Abbey. ‘There was not time to go 
back to the hotel, so we decided to let 
him’ catch up. 2We were much worried, 
however, as we were certain he did not 
even know thé name of the next town. 
Imagine our- surprise when, just a few 
moments before the traih was to depart, 
Abbey arrived. 

“tow did you know the name-of the 
station?’ I asked: him. 

“«] did not,” replied Abbey, ‘* but when 
I found you had left. the hotel, E dressed 
and went out. I saw a man with a bag 
and judged that a-man carrying 9 bag 
must go to a railroad station, so I fol- 
lowed him, and here ’I am.’’

Clarkson, the famous . wig 
maker, could never see Bernhardt at her 
hotel, because she would not receive him, 
80 /h¢ used to come to the theatre where 
every one knew him, and \by. clever 
manoeuvring, eventually, get to Bern- 
hardt. He would present her with a bill 
for wigs, and it was a common sight to 
see Clarkson rushing out of the dressing 
room followed by brushes and every- 
thing that could easily: be thrown. The 
next day might see Clarkson back again. 
“* What, you here again?” we would say 
to him,-and he would reply, ‘* Yes, 
Madame sent for me. I have brought 
her some new wigs, ‘which: she wants.’ 
** But what about your money ?”* 


** Oh,” Clarkson would reply, “ what 
is the use of trying to get it? Madame 
wants wigs, and, after all, it is a great 
honor to supply her with them.”’ Clark- 
son did not collect much, money from 
Madame, but he had his revenge. When 
he built his new store in London he 
wanted Bernhardt to lay the foundation 
stone. She could not very well refuse, 
but_she made Clarkson promise’ thet it 
would be.a private affair'and the news- 
papers were not to be informed. -Clark- 
son promised, but he took ‘care to notify 
every newspaper in London, ‘with the re- 
sult that Wardour Street,:/ where the 
new store was located, was jammed 
with photographers, newspapermen, 
sightseers, &c, Madame’ was.very an- 
gry, but: she laid the foundation stone. 
She did not pay ‘for her-“wigs, but if 
you should ask Clarkson he would. tell 
you that he had the better bargain.

She had a special man whose duty it 
was to look after these animals. They 
would all be brought to the theatre, and 
during the performance this man would 
take them for a walk on a leash. In 
New Orleans one of the dogs was run 
over... The dog .nurse was so afraid 
of Sarah’s rage that. he refused to re- 
turn to the’ théeatre,- and it was only 
after much “coaxing ‘that -he ‘eventually 
did- so. , 
Bernhardat’s anger was very mild. She 
declaréd later that she did not like that 
particular dog anyway... These animals 
were a constant source’ of trouble to 
Bernharat, Large hotels: would refuse 
to ‘accommodate _ her and: ‘her dogs. 
Naturally she would refuse to abandon 
her dogs, so that often shé had to put 
up at second-class hotel where they 
were not_so particular. But as we lived 
in our private train most of,the time in 
America the dogs had a good home, In 
Europe it was different. Hotel man- 
agers welcomed both Bernhardt and he 
dogs. at ae ie . 
Bernhardt had some amazing’ ideas. 
Before we arrived“in New Orleans she 
had heard that it was possible to hunt 
alligators in the swamps. Accordingly, 
an alligator hunt was arranged. Several 
members of,the:company were picked to 
arrange it.. They got together -and 
went to a man who kept birds, snakes 
and alligators: With this’ man. they 
arranged that he.should go out to the 
swamps and tie an alligator to a post. 
The bird and. snake fancier also was to 
act as our guide., ~, 
* A few members of the company were 
invited to. the hunt. It was: considered 
@ great honor. Besides Bernhardt and 
her servants there were about twenty 
of us who received jinvitations.. There 
was to be a banquet at the St. Charles 
Hotel after the play, then we. were’ to 
leave on a special train. for the swamps 
at 4A. M, 
The banquet. was a failure like every 
banquet. given by. Bernhardt. There 


were plenty of\good things to eat, but 
we did not get much of them. If Ma- 
dame did not wish-to eat, it was con- 
sidered bad form for. any. one else. to 
do so... Bernhardt being a light eater 
our plight can -be {magined. “When we 
left for the railway station most of us 
were disagreeable. -We had fiot had 
enough to eat, and, besides, we did not 
want_to go to.the hunt. 

At 6 A; M. we left the train and took 
our ‘places in canees. Our gallant guide 
was in the first canoe with Bernhardt 
and a féw-others. I wa8S in the second 
canoe with De Max. He~knew about 
the arrangement with regard. to the 
cached alligator, refused to take the 
hunt. seriously and.would. shoct. at. any- 
thing that he saw: flying. . While pass- 
ing a farm, so anxious was De Max 
to shoot at something, that he shot a 
fowl. The farmer rushed out- furious, 
threatening to shoot both De Max and 
me.’ When De Max asked me to-trans- 
late what he was saying, I/ toid. him 
the man wanted. $20.. De Max laughed 
and told me to tell the farmer he would 
pay: $50 if the farmér would give him 
the dead fowl. .The farmer was deligkt- 
ed, and added that at that price De Max 
was welcome to shoot up the whole 
farm, De Max-returned to-New Orleans 
with his fowl and had it. mounted as a 
souvenir, of what he declared: the most 
idiotic hunt it had. ever been his privi- 
lege to attend.

Bvory day it is being demonstrated 
that. speed is essential to traffic regula- 
tion and that the solution to conges- 
tion lies in removing those causes which 
delay traffic. Oné of these causes is 
the certain cars that should no longer 
be considered as proper motor vehicles. 
While the driver may not always rup 
into other vehicles, he relies on turning 
to the right or left of other cars whep 
traffic. suddenly halts, thus causing 
drivers behind him no end of trouble. 
His motor smokes constantly. He is 
barred from ‘the parks; but he ought to 
be barred from. the streets as well. A 
smoking car has no place in modern 
traffic. It is-a nuisance as well as a 
gource of danger through: annoying and 
blinding drivers following in its wake.

Marg health examinations and over half 


of these have taken at least a ten weeks’ 
course in the gymnasium, The clientele 
‘of the Centre was largely drawn from 
the group of unmarried;: ess and 
industrial women, but included an ap- 
\preciable per cent. of young married wo- 
men. The slow accumulation, of data 
has thrown considerable light on the 
neads of the self-supporting woman in a 
large city ‘like New York. This type of 
institution. shopld be in every town of 
any ‘size.’ The actual, results obtained 
would more than justify this statement. 

The average age of the women bene- 
‘fiting fell between twenty-five and 
thirty—although- some children and 
school girls took advantage-of the Centre 
and-some elderly women, “The numbers 
of older. women will probably ineréase, 
In gefieral, it may also be said that the 
grade of intelligence was high. “When 
an. individual decides she is willing. to 
pay. $5. of her own ‘hard-earnéd moncy 
to be examined, although she-is not sick, 
in order to improve her méde of living’ 
and gain some control of her bodily func- 
tions, she has a high typo of intelli- 
sence. 

The gathéred ‘data soon showed a gen- 
erally poor functioning capacity of the 
body—and yet one could not call it sub- 
normal since ‘it seemed to be no worse 
than that shown in tabulations of groups 
of industrial mén and women examined 
compulsorily, by the Life Extension I- 
&titute and insurance companies, 

After the examination is completed the 
girl usually Joins a gymnasium class 
where-shé can receive highly’specialized 
corrective and medical exercises to im- 
prove her posture and functional proc- 
esses, Classes are held in. the Health 
Centre Building for this individualized 
work. 

A recreation department is part of the 
work of the Centre: Trips into tho 
country~hiking and camping arc ar-~ 
ranged and opportunity is given for 
classes in aketing, icc or roller, horse- 
back riding, tennis, swimming, and 
other sports. } ; 

At the end of a year of exercise the 
girl is urged to return for re-examina- 
tion, In this way s¢véral hundred sec- 
ond and third examinations have been 
made and date is accumulating in re- 
Bard to improvément in physical condi- 
tion over a period of two or three years. 
The ¢harge is kept -as. low. as possible; 
$5.00 for the examination, $5.00 for the 
first: course of ten leggons, and $3.50 for 
the second and third. The recreation 
is paid entirely by those taking part. 

The. average o-called ‘‘ normel’’ 
young’ woman is burdened with various 
ills. Periodic recurring. headaches in 
different groups. varied frém 50 to 60 
per cent.; indigestion from 45 to 50; 
cold and: other commion {infections from’ 
40 to 50, From troubles pecullar to wo- 
mén 20 pér-cent. of their time ‘was lost 
ftom business. 

Posture was. ebricat universally poor. 
Only 5 to 8 per cent. of those examined 
have really good posture. This is 
largely due to wéakened muscular struc- 
ture and bad general habits of standing 
and sitting practiced from childhood. 
With @ muscular system of poor tone 
go pronated or weakened feét, develop- 
ing into flatefoot when subjected to any 
undue stréin.. An appreciable pér cent. 
had fallen, lofigitudinal or \transvérse 
arches, |The undérdevelaped chest—flat 
with prominent clavicles and scepulae 
was common. 

The detection and elimination of 
theaé minor bodily defects will always 
be of much more importance ip a Health 
Cerntfo than the uncovering of prganic 
conditions. This ‘latter occurs from 
‘time ‘to time and is of profound value 
to the individuel. “But: after all, the 
Héalth Centre is notin existence: pri- 
marily -for this purpose. 

To what ie the lowered physical condi- 
tion of the American self-supporting 
‘'youne woman due? Probably funda- 
mentally to the fact of the undervValua- 
tion and consequent néglect of the body. 
The drive ahd ‘competition. of life to 
which the individual {s subjected from 
school on up with .@ constant stressing 
on mental prowess rather than physical | 
dévelopment must be held largely re- 
sponsible, The body has been. left to 
take care of itself.’ Perhaps 6 of 6 per 
cent. of a student’s time has been given 
to systématized instruction’ and: care. of 
health, the rest of his study time being 
devotad to mental training. 

And this disproportionate valuation of 
héalth {is continued naturally by the 
girl herself in adult life. On inquiring 
into the ,héalth habits of. those ex- 
amined, a deplorable neglect of the 
common — nequirenients . of ! wholesome 
\living j@ disclosed. Féw of those cx- 
amined were taking much.of any cxer+ 
cise. This seémed to be. the weakest 
point in ‘their régime of life: Some of 
them attended dancés trom time to 
timé, some occasionally skatod—icé ‘per- 
mitting—some went to the swimming 
potls. Few walked much or got out 
into the country for_hikes.

Tho Health /Foundation Centre has 
fromthe beginning had. a committee of 
clients to assist ir. determining !ts poli- 
cies This committee has made clear ‘te 
the staff of the health ‘centre what the 
young women particularly needed from 
such.an institution. 1t has advertised 
the centre, bringing in more and more 
young women to take the exercises. 
Last, it has recently organized itself 
into a money-raising committee—helping 
in this*way to make it unnecessary to 
call in aid for meeting the current ex- 
penses. In the beginning it was neces- 
sary to. persuade the women to come to 
be examined by giving lectures to 
groups of | business and industrial and 
professional women. Since the clients’ 
committee has taken the matter in 
hand; there has beén no need for this. 
Very nearly as many have-come for the 
voluntary examination as could be. ac- 
commodated. , 

In fifty re-examinations among the 
chief cases in ‘which improvement ‘had 
been noted after twenty lessons in the 
gymnasium were the following: Six 
cases of chronic indigestion—greatly im- 
proved; 37 cases of bad posture, 19 im- 
proved; 39 cases of weak arches, 14 im- 
proved; 8&8 “Wearing poor shoes, 26 
changed; 39 weak strength tests, 30 im- 
proved; 43 insufficient habits of exer- 
cise, 29 improved. 

Tabulations in the case of another 
group showed a large percentage of im- 
provement in chronic recurring head- 
aches, principally following the advice of 
the dostor to consult‘an oculist. .Almost 
two-thirds of the indigestion Aases 
‘showed improvement. ;

‘The ‘perforations 
are said to be so éxact that the finest 
gauge cannot detéct the slightest varie’ 
tion between one row of perforations 
and those of each new’ sheét, The ad-
